While the Calendar is the working manual of the school, 
"D. U. S. Miscellany " has come to fill an important place. It 
lays no claim to dignity or to a presentation of facts that are of 
the highest importance. It simply records from year to year 
some things of interest, largely athletic, which form a promi- 
nent part of the school life, and which are very dear to the 
heart of the normal, healthy school boy. It is confessedly 
chiefly a picture book, but it may furnish some information 
of interest that the Calendar could not well give. If it should 
appear to give undue prominence to what after all is second- 
ary in importance, it may be said that the serious work of the 
school is better reflected in the Calendar and other school pub- 
lications. But, nevertheless, that part of the school life which 
has to do with sport, with both organized and unorganized 
play, is regarded as one of the most important parts of the 
daily life of a D. U. S. boy. Proverbially, the idle boy is the 
boy in danger. Proverbially, also, the boy whose life is all 
work and no play makes neither the brightest nor the most 
useful man. 

If this little book can aid the Calendar in creating the im- 
pression that the week of a D. U. S. boy is a Very busy one, 
with little time left for mischief or for vicious indulgence, then 
it will be a real help in picturing the school as it is.

Possibly the reader of this book may be inclined to echo 
this question; it is a perfectly natural one, but let us con- 
sider the facts. 

The superficial observer of Detroit University School, 
after a day's ^■^sit, will possibly carry away the impression 
that there is little else than athletics going on. The physical 
training classes begin about half past eleven in the morning; 
and athletic work or sport is then in evidence almost con- 
stantly until well on toward six o'clock. It is the noisiest 
part of the day's activities; it thrusts itself upon the notice 
of any visitor and is certainly conspicuous; whereas the 
work of the Greek class, the Trigonometry class, or that of 



thf }x>ys struggling with the nicotics of English composition 
does not advertise itself, and is possibly o\-erlookcd. 

When it is remembered that the school co\'ers twelve 
years of work, and that boys of different ages must be separ- 
ated in athletics, it will be seen that many sections are necess- 
ary. The actual time allowed is as follows: Boys of the 
first four years meet together t\"ery day for one-half hour 
under direction of their physical training teacher. Boys 
of the Fifth Year, those of the Sixth, the Seventh, and the 
Eighth Year, in separate classes, ha\-e one hour for this work 
every other day, or three times one week, and twice the next. 
This alternates with their Manual Training, which occupies 
the same amount of time. The hour includes time for dress- 
ing and redressing. Boys of the Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, 
and Twelfth Years ha\e about se\e 



days, which also includes time for dressing. During the in- 
door season, from about December 1 to April 1, the work 
is done in the gymnasium. In the autumn and in the spring, 
the out-of-door sports, ball, tennis, field and track athletics, 
take the place of gymnasium work. During the foot ball, 
hocky. basket ball, and base ball seasons, members of the 
regular teams do not ordinarily attend regular athletic classes, 
but have special sections which meet for practice at about half 
past four after the close of the school session. In the spring, 
the members of the track team also meet for training for 
about half an hour daily after the close of the session. This 
covers absolutely all of the athletic sports of the school. In 
estimating this branch of activity the superficial observer 
again is apt to mistake the aggregate time for all boys for the 
a\erage time of each boy. This mistake has been made in 



the past and doubtless will be made in the future. It would 
be more sensible to say that the school docs work in nothing 
but Latin, because there are sixty periods a week gi\-en to 
recitations in that subject, while there are but twenty-five 
sections a week in athletics. 

Again, it must be remembered that no boy may represent 
the school in any athletic contest unless he is doing in his 
studies at least twelve hours a week of passing work, and 
has passed in at least ten hours of the preceding s m st s 
work. Furthermore, every boy taking part in g n al ath 
letics is under the supervision of the athletic di ■cto ho 
is a physician ; and no boy is permitted to unde take tasks 
beyond his strength, or to run the risk of o\-er t a n ng by 
giving an excess of time to this work. In fact, th amou t 
of work done, directed by the school, is no more than should 
be demanded of every growing boy. If there be any ground 



lies in the fact that some lazy boys sceurc 
s from home from this work simply because they are 
too indolent to make the physical exertion to participate. 
Boys, like their ciders, in crdinary conversation, devote 
more time to their a\-ocations than to their vocations. This 
tendency leads them to drop their work when working time 
is over, and to discuss with the infinite zest of youth, the 
sports and pastimes that, of course, are with good right a 
lai^c part of their life. The shallow pedant, the born prig, 
who never had any red blood in his veins, exclaims at the 
degeneracy of modern youth and especially at the degeneracy 
of the modern school which docs not so saturate its victims 
with love of learning as to lead them in their leisure hours to 
prattle with contagious enthusiasm of iota subscripts, of 
trigonometrical functions, or of the fascinating idiosyncracics 
of indirect discourse, Solomon exclaims, "Say not thou. 



what is the cause that the former days were better than these? 
For thou dost not enquire wisely concerning this." The 
truth is that educationally the former days were not half so 
good as these. Boys played ball (and possibly sometimes 
even "hookey") in old Greece and Egypt, and the old man 
of those days bewailed the degeneracy of youth as the old 
men of whatever age do even now. With the youth of the last 
generation there was as much play as now, but it was with- 
out supervision, and was in spite of the school instead of with 
aid of the school. To-day the rational school recognizes that 
the normal human boy is a many sided creature, and that if 
he is to fit into our complex civilization, these many sides 
must all be recognized and developed aright if some forceful 
natural impulses are not to be diverted to mere vicious in- 
dulgence. He must be kept busy with innocent things. 



Sport rightly conducted makes a fair, square, manly, self- 
directing and properly self- abnegating boy. It develops the 
sound body without which the sound mind does not long 
endure. Detroit University School is trying to do its part 
in this work. Its boys do better work in classes than most 
of their fathers did — they must if they are to meet the college 
requirements of to-day — but they also break many of the 
records made by the sanie fathers in jumping and running. 

It is the aim of the school constantly to make its athletic 
work a moral force. The American youth likes to win. All 
success is a kind of winning. But boys here are taught that 
honest effort, clean, manly, honorable sport is better than 
winning. The undoubted evils of competitive sport are 
minimized as far as possible. The gambling spirit, almost 
inseparable from American sport, with its effect of degrad- 
ing participants to the level of mere gladiators, is almost 
unknown, and may it long remain unknown. 

It would be well for all interested to learn what the 
athletic work of the best schools is really doing, how it is 
controlled and directed, what it checks of evil, and w^hat 
it accomplishes of good; then, if candid, or even reasonably 
honest, they will recognize in it a strong uplifting influence.

Grosse Isle, the place selected for the customary two 
weeks of preliminary training, proved to be an ideal spot 
for the purpose; and the presence of eighteen likely candi- 
dates for the team ga\'e promise of a successful season. 

Hard work was the order of the day under the super- 
\'ision of Coaches Barbour and Lewis and Mr. Menne. There 
was plenty of time for wholesome fun, not the least of which 
was the base ball game in which D. U. S. defeated the Grosse 
Isle team. 

When school opened on September 20th, there were seven 
of last year's team on hand with enough new material to 
make prospects most encouraging. Schenck's decision to 



enter the University of Michigan and the early rupture of 
school connections by Kaywood and Mouat deprived the 
learn of three of its most promising members and gave the 
not easy task of developing three players to fill the vacancies 
thus made. 

As usual the team was light, averaging about 140 pounds 
each, and being made up largely of green players it did not 
exhibit a high quality of team play early in the season. How- 
e\-er, hard work on the part of both coaches and players, 
assisted during the last week by Ex-Captain Ted Hammond 
resulted in a steady development which reached its climax 
in the game with University School of Cle\-eland, on Novem- 
ber nineteenth. This game was a fine exhibition of Inter- 
scholastic foot ball and but for unfortunate fumbling of the 
ball at critical times, should have been won by D. U. S.

In all, eight games were played, none of which should 
have been lost except that with East High School of Cleve- 
land in which D. U. S. was clearly outplayed. 

The second game with Detroit Eastern High School, which 
was substituted tor the game cancelled by Central High, was 
lost lai^ely through o\er confidence, and should e\'er be a 
lesson on the danger of belittling an opponent. 

While the unfortunate controversy o\'er the arrangements 
for the game with C. H. S. were a matter of deep regret to all, 
there seemed to be no middle ground upon which a com- 
promise could be effected, and the affair was closed without 
ill feeling so far as D. U, S. was concerned.

A class track meet of twelve events was arranged as a 
preliminary to the Interscholastic contests and brought out 
a large number of contestants, each anxious to do something 
to uphold the honor of his class.

The second annual dual meet with University School was 
held in Cleveland; and resulted in a signal victory for D. 
U. S., thereby transferring the much coveted silver trophy 
donated jointly by the two schools last year back to Detroit. 

New records were established in nearly every event. The 
Cleveland team proved unexpectedly weak, and aside from 
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Alcott and Chisholm made a poor showing. Three of the 
records made by Arthur m the shot, Malcomsoii in the low 
hurdles and Patterson in the high jump were better than the 
Michigan Interscholastic marks for those events and entitle 
the holders to the award of the record sweater. Walker in 
the half mile and one mile runs, Candler in the quarter 
mile and Peterson in the quarter mile and half mile, are 
deserving of particular notice. 

Malcomson beat Alcott nineteen yards in the low hurdles, 
while the relay race was won by over twenty-five yards. 

Alcott was the mainstay of the Cleveland team, winning 
points in no less than seven events. Had he not beaten the 
pistol several yards in the start of the one hundred yards 
dash, D. U. S. supporters are confident that Malcomson 
would not have been defeated in that event.

The sixth annual championship meet of the Detroit 
Interscholastic Athletic League was the most successful in 
the history of that organization. Both Central High and 
D. U. S. had strong teams and the rivalry was intense. Fine 
weather brought out a large and enthusiastic crowd that 
filled every point of vantage on the D. U. S. field. 

Record breaking was the order of the day, beginning with 
the hundred yards dash in which Captain Malcomson,of D. 
U. S., displaced R. Keeler's record which had stood since 1901. 
Malcomson also set new figures for the one hundred and 
twenty yards low hurdles. The best individual work was 
done by Arthur, of D. U. S., whose performances with the 
weights surpassed anything ever seen in Detroit Interscho- 
lastic circles. Not only did he take first place in all three 
of the weight contests, but he added yards to the best previ- 
ous records for these events. 

In all, eight old events were broken, three were equalled, 
while in the half mile run which was substituted for the two 
mile event of previous year an excellent mark was made. 
Patterson was not up to his usual form in the running high 
jump, although he won his event, but he surprised every one 
in the high hurdles by his signal defeat of Smith, of C. H. S. 

Central High secured five firsts in the meet, Marker mak- 
ing a new record in the pole vault, while Earl Smith added 
an inch and a half to his record in the broad jump made last 
year. 

The relay race was interesting as usual, but D. U. S. had 
the event well in hand from the start and the result was 
never in doubt. 

The only unpleasant feature of the meet, Coach Ryans' 
protest of the half mile run because of thoughtless coaching 
of an Eastern High runner in the last lap by some over 
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zealous enthusiast was amicably settled by the withdrawal 
of the protest by Mr. Davis, of C. H. S., when all the evidence 
had been prestnted at a meeting of the officials immediately 
following the meet. 

The showing of Eastern and Western High schools was 
a disappointment to their followers, as they together scored 
but seven points. 

The winning of this meet makes the fifth time in six years 
that D, U. S. has captured the championship of the D. I. 
A. L, 

The Free Press Trophy and the T. B. Rayl Co. Relay 
Cup make a notable addition to the school's list of prizes.

The eighth annual track meet under the direction of the 
University of Michigan Athletic Association was a most 
successful affair and was marked by high class performances 
in every event. 

For the third time in six years Detroit University School 
won the big banner, scoring no less than seven first places, 
tieing for another and winning enough scattered points to 
make a total of fifty. 

Six new records were made, five of which go to the credit 
of D. U. S. Cook, of Chillicothe, Ohio, set a new American 
Interscholastic record in the running broad jump, and the 
D. U. S. relay team did the same in the half mile relay race. 

Arthur, of D. U. S., with three firsts to his credit in the 
weight events, one of which was a new record, and Cook, of 
Chillicothe, who came to the meet alone and unaided, securing 
fifteen points, were the chief points winners. Widman and 
Hanevan of Detroit Central High, Malcomson, Patterson, 
and Walker, of D. U. S., and Ben Oliel, of Ann Arbor, all did 
high class work in their respective events. The form dis- 
played by D. U. S. contestants in the hurdle races was re- 
markable, both Malcomson and Patterson lowering the pre- 
vious records by substantial margins. 

Lewis Institute, from whom we snatched the champion- 
ship in 1904 by half a point, and who came expecting to 
regain her lost laurels, was badly beaten by both the Detroit 
schools and failed to get a single first place.

With but four of last year's team in school, the outlook 
for base ball was not encouraging. However, Coaches Lewis 
and Fries worked hard to develop a team which should be 
a credit to the school. There were few good hitters on the 
team and in most of the games runs were scarce. Captain 
Vaughn pitched excellent ball as a rule, but was erratic at 
times, two of the games in the D. I. A. L. Series being lost 
by wild pitching at critical periods. General improvement 
was constant and the last two games of the season showed 
the nine at its best. The last game with Central High was 
a thrilling contest with a ninth inning finish which more than 
rewarded the efforts of the D. U. S. rooters for the enthui- 
astic support given the team throughout the game. 

In the game with University School of Cleveland, La 
Ferte was put in to pitch the first half to save Vaughn's 
lame arm, but it proved a costly experiment, giving U. S. 
six runs early in the game. In the third, Vaughn went into 
the box and the remainder of the game was a fine display 
of uphill fighting. In spite of constant pain, ' 'Erne ' ' struck 
out one after another of the Cleveland batters, and not a 
run was scored off his delivery. In the meantime Hubbard 
was having his troubles with the D. U. S. hitters who found 
him for six safe hits, Reeder's home run being the longest 
hit made on the school grounds in several years. Cleveland's 
lead, however, proved too great, and D. U. S. again suffered 
defeat by one run. 

The first game with D. E. H. S. (13 innings) was the 
longest game ever played on the grounds. 

Until the last two games, the school as a whole failed to 
give the team the hearty and enthusiastic support that every 
D. U. S. Team should have. The results of some of the games 
might perhaps have been changed, had the team at all times 
been keyed up to its best efforts by the vigorous encourag- 
ment of the entire student body. At the close of the season 
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Vaughn was unanimously re-elected Captain, in testimony 
of his unflagging efforts in behalf of the team.

The fourth annual track meet under the direction of the 
University of Chicago was the most remarkable contest in 
the number of schools entered, in the large fields of contest- 
ants and in the high quality of the records made that has 
ever been held in Interscholastic circles. 
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Three hundred boys from seventy-five schools took part, 
resulting in an unusual division of the points, no less than 
thirty-seven schools scoring one or more, the winners being 
credited with but twelve, and four schools being tied for 
second place with ten each. 

Although D. U. S. had never appeared in Chicago before. 
Coach Stagg and others picked the Michigan champions to 
win and but for an unfortunate oversight on the part of the 
judges, they would have secured first honors by one point. 
In the final heat of the one hundred yards dash, Malcomson 
who ran in the extreme outside lane finished second to 
Strother of the Louisville High School, who passed him 

in the last five yards, but the eyes of the judges seemed to 
be focussed on the runners nearer to their side of the track 
and they failed to give Malcomson even a place in the event. 
Competent men including one of the timers. Coach Rush of 
U. S. of Cleveland and even Coach Trowbridge of Lewis In- 
stitute conceded the second place to Malcomson, but the 
judges had failed entirely to see him. Nevertheless, D. U. 
S. made an excellent showing, not only tieing for second 
place in the meet but winning the relay race which did not 
count in the scoring. 

Eight new records were made. Patterson set a new mark 
in the running high jump. Although Arthur eclipsed all his 
previous efforts with the shot, his put of forty-five feet was 
only good for fourth place. Malcomson won his heat in the 
hundred yards dash in 10 1-5 seconds and was beaten less 
than a foot in the final heat in 10 seconds flat. 

The relay team lived up to its reputation by defeating 
the entire field including the Wendell Phillips High School, 
who were winners at the U. of P. relay races in Philadelphia.
